other Prisoner — North 
Carolina Governor Or- 
ders Home Guards to 
Winston-Salem. 


Winston-Salem, N. C., November 17. 
The death toll in the riot here to- 
night, which followed efforts of a 
mob to storm the city jail and lynch 
a negro prisoner, had been increased 
at midnight to five—a girl spectator 
and a fireman and three negroes. 
The police believe that a detaile 
search tomorrow will show that at 
least seven persons and maybe more 
were killed. 

Over 20 Injured. 

Upwards of a score of persons are 
believed to have been injured, five 
or six of them seriously. They are 
mostly white persons and include 
two members of the home guard, 
which was called out when the mob 
made its second visit to the fail 
after shooting a negro and accident- 
ally wounding a white prisoner. 

There were several thousand mén 
in the mob and they wanted a negro 
accused of shooting J. E. Childress 
and Sheriff Flynt and attacking 
Mrs. Childress last night. 

Late tonight firing still was go- 
ing on in different parts of the 
city, the mob finally having broken 
into small groups. ‘Efforts of the 
home guard and the police to re- 
store order were unavailing even at 
that hour and Governor Bickett was 
asked to intervene. He ordered 
home guards here from Greensboro 
and arranged to have a company of 
regular soldiers sent from Camp 
Polk, near Raleigh. 

The Dead and Wounded, 

The known dead are: 

Rachael Levi, a young woman by- 
stander, and Robert Young, a fire- 
man. 


The more seriously injured include 
Margaret George, Linwood Hecler, 
John Rumpler, citisens, and Frank 
O’Brien and R. T. Hawley, members 
of the home guard. Charles White, 
shot and seriously hurt Jules Stith, 

- Cecil Alley, J. J. Adams. 


Five of tne more seriously in- 
jured, including two members of 
the home guard, were taken to hos- 
pitals, but many others were treat- 
ed at their homes. The total num- 
ber. of injured was not Known 
and the police would not even haz- 
ard an estimate. 

The mob first formed this after- 
noon about 3:30 and stormed the 
jail. Three shots were fired and 
the negro accused of shooting the 
two ‘men and attacking Mrs. Chil- 
dress was seriously wounded, while 
a white prisoner named Tragg also 
was hit in the arm by a stray bul- 
let. 

After some difficulty the police 
succeeded in clearing the crowd out 
of the building and then the mayor 
called out the home guards, Quiet 
reigned for a time, but later the 
report went around that the negro 
shot was not the man that had been 
sought. By nightfall the mob had 
reformed and started marching to 
the jail, which was surrounded by 
home guards. 

Thousands in Mob. 

Hardware stores were broken 
into and revolvers, shotguns and 
other weapons and ammunition tak- 
en, As the mob marched it increas- 

- ed in size and when its objective 
“was reached it numbered several 
thousand, The mayor sought to ad- 
_dress the crowd, but could not be 
heard. In the meantime fire com- 
panies had arrived and when the 
mob broke for the jail the firemen 
turned water on them. 

Firing immediately followed and 
Young was shot dead. A bullet hit 
Miss Levi, who was watching near 
by. The home guards answered che 
volley, but the mob quickly over- 
powered them and went into the 
jail. Two members of the guard 
were badly hurt by being thrown 
bodily down a stairway which they 
were guarding. 4 

Apparently the mob did not find 
the negro it sought, for no more 
of the prisoners were fired upon. 
After an hour or more the mob left 
the jail and _= started marching 
through the business section of the 
town. -Gradually it broke into 
groups and for a time it was fear- 
ed that there would be a race riot, 
as some of the groups headed for 
the negro quarter. Late tonight, 
however, there had been no clash 
between the whites and the blacks. 

Soldiers Sent From Camp Greene. 

Charlotte, N. C., November 17.— 
In response to request by telephune 
from the mayor of Winston-Salem, 
through the Charlotte police de- 
partment, 150 soldiers from Camp 
Greene were ordered by the camp 
2zuthorities tonight to depart on a 
special train about midnight for 
Winston-Salem to aid in quelling 
‘the disturbance.

for the great peace conference that 
is to settle finally the issues grow- 
ing out of the war. 

In his letter to Judge Parker, the 
president said: 

“It is my plain duty to be here, 
for I can act more promtply upon 
matters which seem to mature al- 
most every hour, and I am sure that 
I can be more true to the common 
cause by staying here.” 

By some this was taken to indi- 
cate that the president will not at- 
tend the peace conference. Gener- 
ally, however, it was accepted as 
meaning that the president expects 
the exchanges between Colonel E. 
M. House, his personal representa- 
tive, and the entente premiers, in 
preparation for the assembling of 
the peace conference, still will be 
continuing December 8. 

In advance of the meeting of the 
conference many delicate questions 
must be settled by the supreme 
war council at Versailles. Since 
Colonel House reached Paris there 
have been daily exchanges between 
him and President Wilson, and these 
must continue until the council’s 
work is completed and the way is 
clear for the assembling of the 
congress. se 

As yet there kas been no indica- 
tion that the president has reached 
a decision on the suggestion from 
high sources in Europe that he at 
least be present for the opening of 
the congress, but there has been 
a growing feeling here for several 
days that he will go to Europe, 
though probably not as an active 
participant in the meeting. 

The general belief here now is 
that the congress cannot assemble 
before January, for even after the 
United States and the allies have 
completed their present exchanges 
of views and the supreme council 
has drawn up the program for the 
meeting, several weeks will be re- 
quired for the assembling of the 
commissioners which are to repre- 
sent the participating nations. 


GERMAN SOLDIERS 
Hon! BOLSHEVISM 


Bulk of Troops Said to Be 
Opposed to ‘‘ Red” Meth- 
ods — Confusion as to 
Powers to Be Given Of- 
ficials. 


Amsterdam, November 17.—Ber- 
lin newspapers and dispatches reach- 
ing here indicate that there is great 
confusion in Germany over the pow- 
ers to be g:ven the various councils 
committees and officials. 

The dispatches indicate that there 
is chaos in government affairs ow- 
ing to the formation by the Spar- 
tacus group of a new political party, 
which has reduced the strength of 
the independent socialists. How 
strong this new party will be is not 
known. 

Red Guard Order Rexcinded. 

The so-called executive council of 
the ~ “kmen’s and soldiers’ council 
has followed the Berlin garrison’s 
demand by “temporarily” rescinding 
its order for the formation of a 
civilian red guard. There is reason 
to believe that the executive coun- 
cil, despite ..e fact that Captain yon 
Beerfeld was forced to leave it be- 
cause he was considered too radical. 
is still move socialistic and radical 
than ‘he larg r council, from which 
it has its commission. 

That the bulk of the soldiers 
themselves refuse to countenance 
Bolshevik methods again has been 
demonstrated at a meeting in the 
reichstag building of delegates from 
all the soldiers’ councils in Berlin 
and delegates of similar councils 
elsewhere. The Berlin soldiers are 
united firmly against Dr. Karl Lieb- 
knecht. They declared he had been 
thrown out of the barracks owing to 
his repeated efforts to deliver in- 
citive speeches. 

People Support Government. 

Premier Ebert, in addressing the 
meeting, declared that a vast ma- 
jority of the people supported the 
government. The government had 
nothing to fear from the troops at 
the front, but that many men from 
rear positions who are hurrying 
home are causing disorder in Baden 
and Wurttemburg. 

The premier added that the United 
States would help feed the Germans, 
but that order must be maintained. 

The Berlin Vorwaerts announces 
that a new non-socialist republican 
party is soon to be formed from the 
ranks of the progressives and the 
left wing of the national liberals. 
The new party will have a demo- 
cratic and far-reaching social pro- 
gram.

LOCAL WAR DRIVE. 
TO BE EXTENDED 
TWO MORE DAYS 


Workers Will Continue 
Efforts in Order to Se- 
cure Big Oversubscrip- 
tion for United Fund. 


APPEAL OF PRESIDENT 
CAUSE OF EXTENSION 


Officials Feel Confident 
That Quota Will Be 
Passed Today, Allowing 
Two Days for Oversub- 
scription. 

Following the announcement on 
Saturday night from Washington to 
the effect that the United War 
Work drive throughout the entire 
country was to be extended for two 
days, in order to offset the two days 
lost while the country was cele- 
brating the signing of the peace 
armistice, the executive committee 
for the Atlanta and Fulton county 
campaign decided to do likewise at 
a meeting held Sunday. 

Under this arrangement, instead 
of ending the’“campaign on Monday 
night, as originally planned, the 
drive will continue until Wednesday 
night. This action is taken largely 
with a desire to comply with the 
expressed wish of President Wilson 
that the country oversubscribe the 
$170,500,000 quota up to $250,000,090. 

While Atlanta is practically up to 
her quota for this amount, which 
was set at $450,000, and it is a 
foregone certainty that the city will 
reach that sum by Monday night at 
the latest, nevertheless it is felt 
that Atlanta should do her utmost 
to comply with Mr, Wilson's re- 
quest and furnish her share of the 
oversubscription. : 

State Passes Quota.

It is said that the order to the 
fleet spoke merely of a “maneuver 
cruise,” but the report that a sacri- 
ficial battle was intended, spread 
like wildfire. A general mutiny fol- 
lowed.

Paris, November 17.—Out of the 
confusion and daze of the crowding 
military events on the western bat- 
tle line since late in September, 
when battle followed battle until 
from Flanders toWerdun there was 
ceaseless action, it is now permis- 
sible to outline to a certain extent 
the part played by the American 
armies in the final decisive battle of 
the war, which ended with the 
armistice of last Monday.

DYING IN HOLLAND 


Latest Advices Show Con- 
siderable Improvement 
in the Situation—Queen 
Drives in Open Carriage 
and Is Cheered. 


London, November 17.—Authorita- 
tive dispatches received from Hol- 
\land today show that the situation 
in that country has considerably im- 
proved. 

The disturbances and excitement 
had not died out completely, but 
the situation was well in hand. The 
queen drove out Thursday in an 
open carriage. She was cheered and 
received everywhere with respect 

Previously the latest information 
from Holland was contained in a 
Central News dispatch from The 
Hague dated Wednesday. This was 
to the effect that soldiers had been 
posted to guard all public buildings 
and government offices. Cavalry 
was patrolling the streets of The 
Hague, and forces also were as- 
sembled in Amsterdam, where revo- 
lutionary demonstrations have tal- 
en place, 


A dispatch to the Exchange Tele- 
graph from Amsterdam says an at- 
tempt by socialists to rescue friends 
from a military prison Friday failed, 
and that four persons were killed 
and fourteen injured as a result of 
street fighting. 

The dispatch adds that the trades 
unions in the provincial cities re- 
fused to join the revolutionary 
movement, and that it is therefore 
believed the revolution has _ col- 
lapsed. 

Zeuter’s Amsterdam 
ent telegraphing Thursday, reports 
a collision near the cavalry bar- 
racks betwen revolutionaries and 
the military and police. Tye cor- 
respondent says three persons were 
killed and eight wounded. 

In view of the measure 
agreement reached between 
delegates and representatives 
the allied governments and of the 
United States and the serious dis- 
tress in Holland arising from in- 
sufficient food supplies, the allied 
food council of London has arranged 
to divert to Rotterdam the steamer 
Adra with wheat on board, 
vessel carries 7,100 tons of wpeat.

FOR GERMAN SOIL 


Pershing’s Forces Ad- 
vancing Over Territory 
Just Abandoned by Ger- 
mans—Men 
New Advance. 


With the American Army in 
France, November 17.—General 
Pershing’s forces moved forwaru ear- 


ly today in the territory just meses 


doned by the German troops. On the 
old line betw.en Mouzon and Thiau- 
court, lying from the region of Sedan 


to the south of Metz, the troops had| 


been stationed to await orders for 
the advance, and at 5:30 o'clock this 
morning the patrols marched out, 
not in line of battle, but in columns 
along the high roads, which are 
only slightly impaired. 

The first steps of the Americans 
into regions so lately controlled by 
Germany, were not spectacular, The 
men were keyed up and keen for the 
new “Cvance. but like they were on 
the day of the signing of the armi- 
there .,cre cui.paratively no 
demonstrative manifestations of 
their enthusiasm. 

Men Were “Polished.” 

Many of the men had been newly 
uniformed, and all of them were 
“polished” as thouzh for inspection. 

‘The relatively small units that are 
moving forward as advance guards 
were sent to the line before day- 
light. 

The night had been . nd the 
mud that yet m: .s the roads, not- 
withstanding there have been two 
or three ‘ays without rain, was 
slightly { ozcen. The men shivered 
as they rested the roadside, 

When the command finally was 
given for the advance, the elements 
who were to push forward, in some 
cases miles apart on the long line 
between the treme left and right, 
moved off into the mists that ap- 
pear always to .hroud this part of 
the country and disappeared.

The intelligence 
department, which has never ceased 
to function, had accurately reported 
that the Germans were carrying out 
their agreement of evacuation, and 
there was evident the belief, both 
by officers and mc~ “ot no trap 
wor awaiting them. 

No S were taken, however. 
The engineers were the second units 
to press forward, and they carefully 
began their work of looking out for 
mines and tainted water, Every ob- 
stacle was tested before it was 
moved, in order find out if 
it contained masked explosives. For 


some time the Germans have shown 
a spirit of co-ope-..ion in informe 


ing the Americans where mines were 
located and in themselves destroy- 
ing them. 

Entire Army Moving. 

It was some time after the en- 

ineers moved forward before the 
heavier columns took the roads. The 
entire army finally was moving, and 
moving along the lines of: peace 
days. But it was in such order that 
it might quickly be transformed into 
battle array. Every brigade was 
covered by a regiment of 77's, the 
heavier artillery following close be- 
hind. The flanks of the advancing 
column were well protected. 

It has been impressed on officers

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Armistice Will Not 
Change War Plans 
Of Brunswick Plants 


Brunswick, Ga., November 17.— 
(Special.)—Now that the war is 
/ Over many people in Brunswick have 
been wondering just how local in- 


dustries are to be affected. Many 
people expected to see everything 
close right down the minute an 
armistice was signed, but from the 
best information obtainable every 
ship eontracted for at the local 
yards will be completed, the big 
picric acid plant, in which several 
millions of dollars have already been 
spent, will be completed and all 
' work will go on as originally in- 
tended. 

The only change to take place in 
Brunswick has been the inaugura- 
tion of the eight-hour per day rule 
at the ship plants, the picric plant 
/ the naval air station and _ other 
places which have been running 
many hours overtime because of the 
, emergency. These new hours, how- 
ever, were decided upon even before 
the armistice was signed. Every 
one of the plants are now working 
on strictly an eight-hour law. The 
employees, or rather the laborers 
and building forces, have been 
working eight hours per day and 
were paid for ten, therefore the rew 
order of things will considerably re- 
duces the weekly payrolls. 

The picric acid plant will be 
; completed, that is practically. cer- 
tain. It was announced at the out- 
. set that this plant was a permanent 
one, and after the war it was in- 
tended to manufacture dyes. It is 
stated that the plant is so construct- 
ed that it can immediately start on 
the manufacture of this article, to- 
gether with various kinds of acids, 
etc., used in the manufacture of 
many articles, therefore the big 
plant will be completed and will be 
in full operation probably within a 
few months. 

Work will now begin on another 
mammoth Brunswick industry. The 
Atlantic Refining company nas 
i}:ibout completed arrangements for 
| building their big retinery here, and 
ft already a& surveying party is at 
work. The active beginning of the 
» construction work on this plant has 
been delayed by the fact that all 
laborers were needed in government 
work, but now that this emergency 
is over it is the intention that the 
plant will be constructed imme- 
diately. 

No announcement has been made 
as to what action will be taken re- 
garding the naval air station, which 
has been under construction for the 
past few weeks, but a large num- 
ber of men are still engaged in the 
work, which indicates that the war 
department has decided to complete 
it.

VESSELS FOR TRADE. 


Washington, November 17.—Im- 
mediate assignment of ships for 
trade with South and Central Amer- 
ica has been suggested to the ship- 
ping board by the United States sec- 
tion ofthe international high com- 
mission, a Pan-American organiza- 
tion, to promote commerce and trade 
relations between the United States 
and the southern republics. 

Secretary McAdoo, as chairman of 
the United States section, issued a 
Statement today emphasizing the im- 
portance of ships for immediate 
Latin-American trade, saying the 
official and commercial interests of 
Latin-America insist on better trans- 
portation facilities as a basis for 
closer commercial and financial re- 
lations. 

“The United States section of the 
international high commission,” said 
Mr. McAdoo, “has ventured to make 
to the shipping board a number of 
suggestions, some general and some 
specific, relating to the further 
prosecution of its constructive plans, 
as well as to the disposition of ships 


ther operation by the board and oth- 
erwise. These suggestions include 
the immediate availability of ships 
for both the east and west coasts of 
South America, and the careful plan- 
ning of freight allocation so as to 
avoid empty cargo space on south- 
bound trips. 

“It will furthermore be necessary 
to develop a broad policy to meet 
the requirements of different indus- 
tries and sections of both North and 
South America, in order that no un- 
due hardships may be placed on any 
given industry or on any one sec- 
tion. Improvement of service for 
the West Indies and the avoldance 
of confusion and crowding of sched- 
ules by a careful adjustment of call- 
ing dates are also matters which 
have been submitted for the con- 
sideration of the shipping board. 

“On July 19, 1915, I addressed a 
communication to the delegates as- 
sembled at the first Pan-American 
financial conference, emphasizing 
the necessity of united effort to 
provide adequately for the needs 
of their commerce and to enable 
them to avail themselves of the mar- 
Kets of the United States. Much has 
intervened since 1915 to delay and 
in many respects to make more di- 
rect the fulfillment of the task, but 
there is, however, a strong desire on 
the part of every agency of this 
government to contribute, within 
the measure of its power, toward 
giving to our Latin-American com- 
merce the most adequate facilities.”

STOCK ON THE RAIL. 


In The Constitution last Satur- 
day, W. W. Fuller, safety super- 
visor of the Seaboard Air Line 
railroad, issued an appeal to own- 
ers of livestock throughout the 
south urging them to co-operate 
more extensively with the railroads 
and exercise greater care to keep 
their domestic animals off the 
rights of way. 

The appeal was timely and 
should be met with general observ- 
ance. 


Statistics show that the loss of 
cattle, horses, mules, hogs and 
sheep, killed by railroad trains in 
the south, is so tremendous every 
year as to be almost appalling. 

Some of this loss is, of course, 
practically unavoidable. Occa- 
sionally an animal will break 
through a right-of-way fence or 
cross a guard and fall victim to 
an on-rushing locomotive without 
anybody’s being immediately to 
blame for the loss. But the most 
deplorable thing about the aggre- 
gate loss is that by far the major 
portion of it is wholly and easily 
avoidable, 


It stands to reason that the rail- 
roads kill no livestock wantonly; 
that they kill as few head as pos- 
sible, because every animal thus 
destroyed means to the railroad 
upon which it is killed not only the 
loss of the money necessary to re- 
imburse the owner, but the deple- 
tion, by that much, of a source of 
lucrative railroad business and of 
the prosperity of the community. 


As for the owner of the animal, 
it is not enough for him to rest 
assured that the railroad will glad- 
ly “settle” rather than to fight a 
suit at law; for, under most cir- 
cumstances, he cannot expect to 
receive—nor should he—the full 
value of the animal killed. And 
furthermore, while the world is suf- 
fering from a dearth of livestock 
and livestock products, humanity 
suffers from every loss of that 
kind. 

Neither is it right for the owner 
of livestock to shunt the burden of 
protecting it onto the railroads. 
They, of course, should do their full 
part by fencing their rights of way 
and exercising every other reason- 
able means of precaution. But, as 
Mr. Fuller points out, there should 
be “co-operation on the part of 
stock owners to assist in the con- 
servation of food through the use 
of common sense In not permitting 
stock to feed on the tracks of rail- 
roads, which seems to be a very 
common practice in Georgia.” 


HELP FOR RUMANIA. 


Rumania feared, we are officially 
informed, that her rights at the 
peace table would be overlooked, if 
not ignored, and that she would be 
penalized as a deserter in a 
crisis. She cautiously made diplo- 
matic inquiry of Secretary Lansing 
as to our sentiment and our atti- 
tude regarding her and toward her 
future status. 


Now she knows more about the 
heart and the spirit of America 
than she knew before, for our sec- 
retary of state has formally noti- 
fied her that— 

“The government of the Unit- 
e] States has constantly had in 
mind the future welfare and in- 
tegrity of Rumania as a free 
and independent country. and 

- « the president accordingly 
desires me to inform you that 
the government of the United 
States is not unmindful of the 
aspirations of the Rumanian 
people without, as well as with- 

in, the boundaries of the king- 
dom. 

“It has witnessed their strug- 
gles and sufferings and sacri- 
fices in the cause of free- 
dom from their enemies and 
their oppressors. With the spir- 
it of national unity and the 
aspirations of the Rumanians 
everywhere, the government of 
the United States deeply sym- 
pathizes and will not neglect at 
the proper time to exert its in- 
fluence that the just political 
and territorial rights of the Ru- 
manian people may be obtained 
and made secure from all for- 
eign aggressions.” 


Rumania is deserving of all the 
protection and help that we and our 
associate nations can give her. She 
was a valiant and aggressive little 
ally until entirely overrun by the 
Teutonic barbarians and forced to 
her knees. The most unfortunately 
situated, geographically, of all of 
the allied nations, she fought brave- 
ly to the last measure of her en- 
durance; and it was not until Rus- 
sia quit miserably and surrendered 
to its Bolshevik-Prussian betrayers 
that Rumania, to avert utter anni- 
hilation, reluctantly laid down her 
arms and became a neutral, 

Her surrender was due to no 
fault of hers, and at heart, in sym- 
pathy and in spirit, she has contin- 
ued to be our friend. 

And it is right that she should 
be accorded the treatment of a 
friend.

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Development in U. S. : 
Of Potash Industry | 
Described by Expert 


One of the Visitors to the South- 
ern Fertilizer association, which has 
just closed its sessions here, was 
G. E. Condra, president of the Na- 
tional Conservation Congress and 
executive secretary and director of 
the Nebraska Conservation and Soil 
Survey. Dr. Condra stopped over 
in Atlanta for the meeting of the! 
association en route to Washing- 
ton, where he goes to confer with | 
other officials of the Conservation | 
Congress in regard to a meeting | 
next spring. a 

Dr. Condra has been one of the' 
leaders in the development of the 
potash industry in the United 
States, which has reached immense 
Proportions since the war cut off 
America’s usual ‘supply obtained 
from Germany. He says that 50,- 
000 tons of Nebraska potash are 
now in storage ready to be mixed 
with other fertilizer ingredients in| 
the spring. 


Element in Winning War. 


“I am muth pleased,” Dr. Condra 
said, “with the work being done by 
Mr. Osborne, Mr. Harper and oth-: 
ers in regard to the use of fertilizer 
On particular kinds of soils in the 
south. The proper use of fertil- 
izer has been an element in the 
winning of the war and will still 
be during the days of reconstruction 
when there will be the greatest need 
for conservation,” 

Dr. Condra has recently published | 
a preliminary report on the potash: 
industry of Nebraska, much of ; 
which is of interest to Georgia farm-:! 
ers and fertilizer men. Some ex- 
tracts are given: 

“Prior to the European war large | 
quantities of fertilizer potash were 
imported from Germany for wse 
mostly in the southeastern states 
The price was low and few people 
realized the unreliability of the 
foreign supply. 

“Not much was done to further ' 
the production of potash in our own! 
country. As soon as the German| 
potash was cut off on account of 
the war the United States began a 
more strenuous search for a ido- 
mestic supply, the purpose being to- 
develop a national independence in 
this line of production. In response | 
to this need and an established mar- 
Ket Nebraska became the leading 
producer and a factor in solving a | 
national problem in agriculture. 

“The domestic production of pot- 
ash has rapidly increased during; 
the war, coming from natural 
brines, kelp, beet sugar factories ; 
alunite, alunitized rock and cement 
plants. A small amount has been 
produced from blast furnaces, which | 
may become important sources in} 
the future. The production of do- 
mestic potash has nearly doubled | 
each year since the war began. The 
1918 output will be about 60,000 tons ; 
of K20, of which Nebraska is pro- 
ducing about 70 per cent at this, 
time, According to the United 
States Geological Survey there is 
need for an annual production of 
more than 20,000 tons of K20, much} 
of which would be used in agricul- | 
ture. This estimate is based on 
the annual consumption and 
prior to the war. 

“Well planned experiments show 
that potash is not only necessary | 
but that the crop vields bear a ciose 
relation to the amount of potash; 
used in fertilizer. It should be ad- 
mitted, however, that some re- : 
searches and certain interests hold | 
contrary views regarding potash. 

Incrense Urged. 

“If potash doeg promote the yield | 
and quality of such crops as cot-| 
ton, tobacco, potatoes and some 
fruits grown on certain kinds of | 
soil, and there is no available sub- | 
stitute, and if there has been a de-| 
crease in the yield and quality of 
these agricultural products on ac- 
count of the use of too little pot- 
ash in fertilizers, it should be more 
largely produced and more generally 
used. If the claims for potash are 
well founded the decrease of the 
potash content of fertilizers, wheth- 
er on account of scarcity or for 
any other reason, is @ move against 
agricultural production. If the af- 
firmative claims are well founded 
the production and use of potash 
from Nebraska and other states 
should be regarded as important 
factors in food production and 
thereby a force in maintaining the 
maximum production of the soil 

ter the war. ; 
atthe potash of Nebraska is well 
suited for use in fertilizers. The 
carbonates and sulphates predom- 
inate. There is no deleterious sub- 
stance like borax. The product has 
become popular and the standard 
for the United States.”

“The most vicious bear raid in 
of eotton has been ai- 
tempted, uncovered and checked this 
week,” Mr. Jackson said. “Through 
this raid, secretly hatched in New 
York, the plotters had set out to 
ruin the farmers, merchants and 
bankers of the south. 

“But when Charles J. Brand, chair- 
man of the government cotton’ dis- 
tributing committee, issued his or- 
der prohibiting speculative short| 
selling, which our committee hearti- 
ly approved and commended, it 
the raiders up short. Mr. 
Brand pointed out that shiproom for 
cotton should increase very rapidly 
following the armistice, thus reliev- 
ing conyestion at the ports. He 
also showed that the world’s ware- 
houses and shelves, outside the; 
United States, are bare of cotton and! 
cotton goods, and that Europe's con- 
sumption of raw cotton this season ; 
should exceed last season by not less 
than 2,000,000 bales.

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Just From Georgia Georgians Are Asked to M eel 
To Plan “World Relief Week” 


Following the return of Dr. An- 
drew M. Soule and Major D. F. Me- 
Clatchey from Washington, where 
they conferred with Herbert Hoo- 
ver last week, plans are now being 
perfected for a state-wide meeting 
in the house of representatives hall 
at the state capitol in Atlanta, 
Tuesday when preparations will be 
made whereby Georgia will partici- 
pate patriotically in the great food 
conservation program of “World Re- 
lief Week,” December 2 to 7. 

The object of this nation-wide 
week of conservation will be to 
save as large an amount of food as 
possible, especially fats, for the re- 
lief of recovered Belgium, northern 
France, Italy and the suffering peo- 
ples of the defeated enemies of the 
allies. 

Stringent measures will be taken 
to prevent profiteering and hoard- 
ing in America under the new world 
food conditions. 

Those who have been asked to 
attend the meeting include the gov- 
ernor and the statehouse officers, 
the officials of the Farmers’ union.

Hoover Arranges Program, 

Mr. Hoover, as national head of 
the administration, is arranging the 
program for “World Relief Week” 
at the request of President Wood- 
row Wilson and the allies. Not 
only will it be a merciful act in the 
interest of millions of people faced 
by starvation, but it is also of in- 
finite importance from a political 
and economic standpoint, since it 
will help prevent in the conquered 
European countriés such a debacle 
as took place in Russia. 

“Food! Food, as quicklv as possl- 
ble,” {s the cry of all Europe and 
the vast stretches of Asiatic Russia 
since the prospect of peace, and 
upon North America falls the great- 
er part of the burden of supplying 
this food. 

Mr. Ifoover outlined the situation 
at the recent special conference of 
federal food administrators in 
Washington in part, as follows: 

“We have now to consider a new 
world situation in food. We have

“Tt has been part of the duty of 
the food administration to keep in- 
formed as to the situation in world 
supplies. We have computed the 
export countries on the basis of the 
avoidance of waste and we have 
assumed for the importing coun- 
tries stringent war consumptions 
with additions such as we consider 
will preserve health and order. In 
these circumstances we make the 
world’s balance sheet in the dif- 
ferent groups of commodities ap- 
proximately as follows until next 
harvest: 


“Wheat and Rye—Sufficient sup- 
plies with economy in consumption. 

“High Protein Feeds (for dairy 
animals)—-A shortage of about 3.- 
000,000 tons. 


“Other Feeds—Sufficient supplies 
with economy in consumption. 

“Beans, Peas and Rice—Sufficient 
Supplies with economy in consump- 
tion. 

“Pork Products, Dairy Products, 
Vegetable Oils—A shortage of about 
three billion pounds. 

“Beef—Sufficient supplies to load 
all refrigerating ships’ capacity. 

“Sugar—Sufficient supplies for 
our normal consumption if other 
nations retain their present short 
rations—a shortage if they increase 
their rations. 

“Coffee—A surplus.

“Of all these foods, except possi- 
bly protein feeds, we have a suf | 
ficiency for our own people and in| 
many of them large surpluses. Of 
the world total to produce the above 
results, we are estimating North 
America will furnish rather more 
than 60 per cent and that the Unit- 
ed States, including the West In- 
dies, will be in position to furnish 
about 20,000,000 tons of food of all 
Kinds for export against our pre- 
European war exports of, say, 6,- 
000,000 tons.” 

Summarizes Changes. 

This being the new world situa- 
tion in food, Mr. Hoover summar- 
ized the prime changes in our poli- 
cies on today’s outlook as follows: 


“That we may now advantageous- 
ly abandon the use of substitutes | 
in our wheat bread; that we will 
still require economy and elimina- 
tion of waste in its consumption; | 
for the present we need conserva- 
tion in butter and condensed milk: 
that ultimately we must extend this 
to all fats. We can contemplate, at 
the most, maintaining fully three 
pounds per month of sugar per per- 
son of household sugar and on the 
present outlook, and we can by the 
availability of Java sugars to Eu- 
rope begin at once to relax more! 
restraints on sugar pending 
change in European policies. 

“These are special features of 
changes in policies, but the shift- 
ing of conservation from one com- 
modity to another is not the whole 
policy. There is one policy which 
eannot change, and that is the vi- 
tal necessity for simple living: to! 
economy in all consumption for} 
commodities more or less substitute. 
for each other. We must realize 
that the specter of famine abroad 
now haunts the abundance of our 
table at home. 


“TIT am leaving for Europe for a 
conterence over another situation 
equally enlarged. From eur find- 
ings there must arise details in or- 
ganization to meet a much wider sit- 
uation. There must be a feeding of 
the people who have been liberated 
from the German voke.

Social problems growing out of the 
war, or brought into the limelight

SMALL NET LOSS 
IN COTTON MARKET 
FOR PAST WEEK 


New Orleans, November 17.— 
While wide declines occurred in cot- 
ton during the middle of last week, 
following the cessation of hostili- 
ties, the net changes for the week 
was a loss of only 17 to 94 points. 
At one time the trading months 
were 362 to 369 points under the 
closing level of the preceding week, 
but the action of the government on 
Wednesday in putting a ban on fur- 


ther short selling for speculative 
account put a different face alto- 
gether on the trading. 

After the middle of the week 
there was no great activity and the 
long side did not attempt to press 
the advantages it derived from the 
restrictions placed on selling. In 
many ways, toward the end of the 
week the market began to take on 
a more stable and normal feeling. 

Important features of the week 
were the agitation for the removal 
of all restrictions on exports of 
cotton, and the announcement that 
the war industries board had rec- 
ommended to President Wilson that 
no more price-fixing should be done 
in the cotton goods market. 

This coming week it is probable 
that the matter of removing re- 
strictions on exports will be press- 
ed, and should it bear results a 
more active spot market is looked 
for. The chairman of the cotton 
distribution committee at Washing- 
ton came out last week with the 
prediction that exports of cotton 
from this country this season would 
be at least two million bales larger 
than the foreign shipments of last 
season, and exporters are begin- 
ning to get offers of business from 
the other side of the water which 
confirms this prediction. It is 
stated, however, by the shippers 
that they cannot put export ship- 
ments through under the _ present 
system of handling the trade with 
foreign countries. It is anticipated 
that the near future will bring im- 
portant developments in the export 
department. 

The market is still more or less 
irregular and unsettled, but mar- 
ket circulars at the end of this last 
week quite generally noted progress 
toward more stable conditions.

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~TPRINCE MAX FOU 
PLEA FOR ARMISTICE 


Copenhagen, November 17.—The 
former imperial German chancellor, 
Prince Maximilian of Baden, 
issued a pamphlet in which he 
writes: 

“My peace policy was entirely up- 
set by the proposal,for an armistice, 
which was handed to me in com- 
plete form on my arrival in Berlin 
I fought against it for practical 
reasons. It seemed to mé a grave 
mistake to allow the first step to- 
ward peace to be accompanied by 
such an amazing admission of Ger- 
many’s weakness. 

“Neither the enemy powers nor 
our own people regarded our mili- 
tary situation such as to make des- 
perate measures necessary. I pro- 
posed that the government, as a 
first measure, should state exactly 
its program of war aims and dem- 
onstrate to the world our agreement 
with President Wilson's principles 
and our readiness to undergo heavy 
national sacrifice to fulfill those 
principles, 

“I was told in reply that there 
was not time to wait for the effect 
of such a statement, and that the 
front demanded that a proposal for 
an armistice should be made with- 
in twenty-four hours, to be sup- 
ported by publication of the names 
of a new and unimpeachable gov- 
ernment.” 

“A week later the military au- 
thorities informed me that they had 
been mistaken in the judgment they 
had formed concerning the situation 
at the front on October 1.” 

Prince Max says that he informed 
the emperor that it would have an 
important effects if the emperor de- 
cide dto abdicate of his own free 
will,as by so doing he would proba- 
bly be able to save the country from 
serious disturbances. But other im- 
portant circles tried to convince the 
emperor that his abdication would 
be the signal for the breaking up of 
the German front. 


AUSTRALIA VETOES 
RETURN OF ISLANDS 
TO THE GERMANS 


Melbourne, November 17.— The 
Australian senate today passed the 
resolution moved by the ministry 
last week providing that it is es- 
sential to the future welfare of 
Australia that the captured German 
possessions in the Pacific, now oc- 
cupied by Australian and New Zea- 
land troops, should not in any cir- 
cumstances be restored to Germany. 
The resolution also provided that 
in the consideration and determina- 
tion of any proposals affecting the 
destiny of those islands Australia 
should be consulted. 


Acting Prime Minister Watt, in 
Supporting the resolution, said Aus- 
tralia did not enter the war for 
plunder and did not seek the islands 
because of their wealth. He added 
that he could say unhesitatingly that 
any proposal to restore the islands 
to Germany would be. dangerous. 
New Zealand, he said, stood square- 
ly with Australia in this matter. 
Mr. Watt declared that internation- 
al control of insular possessions had 
never been a success.

VIEWS OF CREDIT MEN 
ON RECONSTRUCTION 


York, November 17.—While 
“there are elements 
of danger confronting credits” dur- 
ing the readjustment period after 
the war, the council on credit de- 
fense of the National Association .f 
Credit Men declared in a statement 
tonight that “there is nothing in the 
situation which may not be con- 
trolled by wise and judicious con- 
duct on the part of business men.” 

In announcing the “formulation 
of a broad readjustment program,” 
the council asserted that “business 
men should be permitted to guide 
the governmental authorities in 
bringing about, with the least pos- 
sible friction and upheaval of busi- 
ness conditions, such changes as the 
new conditions create.” 

To meet these conditions, the 
council declared that government 
contracts, upon which the la 
percentage of America’s industrial 
resources have been concentrated, 
must not be abruptly terminated: 
that commodity values and prices 
must not be suddenly lowered: that 
long term transactions must be 
abridged, and that “in order that 
credit may be kept liquid, open ac- 
counts must be curtailed as far as 
possible in favor of self-liquidat- 
ing acknowledgments of debts.”

Pekin, 
has appointed Foreign 
Cheng-Hsiang as envoy extraordi- 
nary to the peace conference. Dr. 
V. K. Wellington Koo, minister to 
the United States, and most of the 
ministers to the European countries, 
will act as deputies. The first con- 
tingent of peace delegates has al- 
ready left China for Europe by way 
of the United States.

With the American Army North- 
west of Verdun, -November 17.— 
Russians, Italians, French and Ru- 
manians by thousands—all leased 
by the Germans—streamed into the 
American lines Sunday. The ques- 
tion of feeding and housing them is 
taxing the facilities of the army 
and the various organizations which 
have been furnishing the Americans 
with luxuries, 

In Spincourt the Americans found 
two thousand hungry Russians and 
late on Sunday started to transfer 
them to Verdun by trucks which 
had hauled supplies for the Ameri- 
can troops, 

Owing to the shortage of food on} 
Saturday two horses were killed at 
Spincourt, but this meat only half 
satisfied the tussians, who had 
been freed by the Germans several 
days ago. 

Along the road from Verdun 
Spincourt, a distance of about 
miles, released prisoners of various 
nationalities travelled toward Ver- 
dun in great streams, passing the 
Americans going in the opposite di- 
rection. Many of the former prison- 
ers were attired in German cast-off 
uniforms and had their effects in 
wheelbarrows, carts, hand trucks 
and baby carriages. For the most 
part the prisoners were well cloth- 
ed, but hungry. 

Already the Americans are start- 
ing outpost feeding stations, where 
they are serving coffee, bread and 
canned meat. In one instance, re- 
leased prisoners rushed an Ameri- 
can truck loaded with bread, clean- 
ing it out before the crowd could be 
controlled.

“The broadening of human vision, 
the desire for better things in in- 
dustry and the hope for permanent 
advancement is not confined to Mr. 
Gompers, nor has it reached _ all 
classes of society and passed by 
manufacturers,” Mr. Barr declared. 

“Unquestionably the manufacturer 
ig more deeply concerned in work- 
ing out the great common indus- 
trial problems than are those indi- 
viduals and organizations whose 
principal efforts are confined to 
vituperation and reduction of out- 
put.” 

Asserting that manufacturers do 
not intend to enter into a wage 
controversy at a time when all 
possible constructive energy should 
be utilized for co-operation, Mr. 
Barr declared that no precedent 
exists to answer the question of 
whether “the country can maintain | 
its industries and secure its share 
of world trade on an. eight-hour 
work-day basis.”’
